SMELTING STOCK 
TOUK A TUMBLE 


Sold at Seven Points Below 
the Previous Day, 


Contraction in the Year's Barnings 
Was the Main Fadctor in the 
Decline—Discussion of 
the News of the 
Day. 


New York, September 3.—Selling 0? 
Stocks by speculative holders today was 
induced by the perception that some of 
the assumptions on which they had 
acquired them were not well founded. 
The conspicuous feature ‘was American 
Smelting, which broke badly in contin- 
uation of its weakness of yesterday. 
This stock sold over 7 points lower 
than yesterday's best price. The con- 
traction in the year’s earnings, dis- 
closed in the annual report, was sup- 
plemented as an influence by the small 
holdings in the name of the present 
management, which appeard at the méet- 
ing yesterday. As noactionwas taken at 
that meeting towards placing on the 
board of representatives of the Stand- 
ard Oil interests, another hoped-for 
source of strength was withdrawn from 
the stock. Intimations found credence 
that the recent flurry in the stock to 
high-price altitudes had been made the 
occasion for large reduction of these 
holdings and of those of inside inter- 
eSts, rather than for an increase. The 
prominent place given to American 
Smelting in the widely advertised 
Lawson campaign made its example 
influential jn raising fears of similar 
conditions to be met in other stocks, 
The metal and industrial groups were 
most closely affected in sympathy and 
their weakness was aggravated by ru- 
mors of pressure to place copper metal 
by some of the larger producers at 
concessions. These large producers 
made a mystery of their selling prices, 
so far as general public knowledge is 
coneerned, and no reports of quota- 
tions from their selling agencies is ob- 
tainable. The American Smelting epi- 
sode undoubtedly has an influence in 
its suggestion that many, things had 
been granted as to the progress of im- 
provement by those who had been 
speculating on the long side of stocks. 
The July net earnings reports of rail- 
roads coming to hand and those of 
gross earnings for the later weeks of 
August, indicate a slender foundation 
for the more sanguine estimates of the 
rate of improvement. The same is true 
of the reports from the iron and steel 
trade, where the revival is going on 
steadily, but admittedly slowly. On the 
side of the crops, it is realized that 
some revision of the most hopeful esti- 
mates must be made, although content- 
ment with the final promise is still 
the rule. Deterioration has been suf- 
ficient, however, to suggest a pause in 
stock speculation based on earlier esti- 
mates. This consideration was rein- 
forceq by the signs of uneasiness in 
the corn market over the reports of 
light frosts. Realization of the im- 
portance of deferred frosts for 4 satis- 
factory outcome of the corn crop came 
into the speculative calculations more 
clearly. Sales of stocks by foreign 
arbitrage brokers, while not large in 
nroportion to the general market, were 
influence on sentiment. Many of 
these sales were said to come from 
German sources. and the impelling mo- 
tive was said to be uncasiness over the 
renewal of the Moroccan tension, 

Conditions in the money and exchange 
markets were little changed. Discounts 
eased in London in spite of large with- 
drawals of gold from the Bank of Eng- 
land for export. The Bank of France's 
return was weaker and discounts ad- 
vanced at Berlin. The heavy decline in 
Reading's anthracite tonnage for Au- 
gust compared with last year was un- 
favorable to that stock. American Te!l- 
and Telegraph convertible 
bonds were active and strong.
